On  November  14  the  David  Dunlap  Observatory  was  open  to  the  University  staff 
to  view  the  transit  of  the  planet  Mercury  across  the  sun’s  disc.  Good  sky  conditions 
afforded  an  excellent  view  of  this  rare  phenomenon. 

A course  on  Transistor  Electronics,  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Extension 
Division  and  the  Electrical  Engineering  Department  was  held  on  five  successive 
evenings,  November  9-13  in  the  McLennan  Laboratory.  Speakers  were  Dr.  Malcolm 
Hebb  and  Dr.  R.  L.  Pritchard,  both  of  the  General  Electric  Research  Laboratories, 
Schenectady;  Dr.  George  Warfield  and  Dr.  L.  J.  Giacoletto,  both  of  the  R.C.A.  Research 
Laboratories,  Princeton;  and  R.  J.  Harris  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Laboratories,  Whippany, 
N.J.  Registration  exceeded  150,  most  of  whom  were  practising  engineers  in  Toronto  and 
vicinity.
